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1 . The insertion of the limitations of claim 2 requiring a permeability for the 
subterranean formation of between about 5 and about 100 md into independent claim 1 
overcomes the 35 U.S.C. 102(a) and (e) rejection over Samuel et al. Publication 

No. 2003/0166471. 

2. It is conceded that the description of the prior art on page 2, paragraph 6 of the 
specification is part of the disclosure. However, it does not constitute a basis for the 
claimed subject matter. Paragraph 25 on page 5 specifically designates certain species 
of colloidal particles properly excluded according to MPEP § 2173.05(i). There is no 
affirmative listing of mica providing the basis for a proper exclusion. 

3. Note that page 2, paragraph 6, alluding to prior art viscoelastic surfactants VES 
names silica which is also set forth in paragraph 25. If mica was intended to be a 
suitable species of colloidal particle, why wasn't it included in paragraph 25 as was 
silica? Accordingly, there is no basis for the exclusion of mica which was the reason for 
the withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections of Joyce et al. Patent Nos. 5,929,002 
in view of either PCT Publication Nos. WO 99/50530 or WO 2003/56130. 

4. The term "particulates" referring to the form of mica in claim 1 , line 7 has been 
deleted but remains in independent claim 12, line 7.
